Status of the application 

Claims 124-129 are pending in this application. Claims 1-123 have been 
canceled. Claim 124 is amended. Claims 125-129 are withdrawn. Claim 124 is 
considered for examination in this office action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed on Sept. 25 th 2006, with respect 
to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 124 under 102 (b) have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon 
further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of the 
amendment to claim 124, which has changed the scope of the claim. This action 
is made FINAL, necessitated by Amendment. 

New Grounds of Rejections necessitated by amendment 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 124 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Barrish et al (J. Med. Chem. 1994, 37, 1758-1768). 

Applicants' claim a compound, an amino alcohol where, P 1 is hydrogen; 
P 2 is selected from benzyl and an amino-protecting group, which could be a 
tertiary. Butyl, or a benzoyl Group and R 2 is selected from alkyl, aryl, cycloalkyl, 
cycloalkyl and aralkyl etc. 

Barrish et al disclose (see Scheme 1, Page 1759, in J. Med. Chem. 1994, 
37, 1758-1768 also on page 1764, left hand side column linel3 where 7a (R 1 = 
Bn) an amino alcohol of the formula 7a thus anticipating the compound of the 
instant application.
